It was the finest performance I have ever heard 
or seen of the melodious legendary opern, which 
will in the future probably be the great German 
composer's representative work. It wasoriginally 
produced at Weimar, conducted by Liszt, and 
was first heard in England in 1875. The Brothers 
De Reszke—M. Jean de Reszke as The Knight 
of the Swan" and M. Edouard аз the King— 
were better than ever; the majestic grandcur of 
Edouard and the chivalrous grace amd dulcet 
voice of Jean being alike admirable. Madame 
Eames was а charming Elsa, her pure, sweet 
notes delighting us all. Miss Marie Brema made 
а good if ioo boisterous Ortrud ; while Mr. 
David Bispham represented the vindictive 
Tetramond magnificently; and M. Lempriére 
Pringle was the best possible Hérraufer, For 
the ordinarily cool Covent Garden Aabitwés the 
reception accorded to M. Jean de Reszke was 
enthusiastic in the extreme. Not only were the 
knightly Lohengrin and Madame Eames (who 
sweetly included Herr Seidl in the lively demon- 
strations of approval) rapturously applauded by 
the “gods,” but Princes and Princesses vied 
with Lady De Grey and other Peeresses in again 
and again clapping their kidded palms in honour 
of the deservedly popular Polish tenor, our ideal 
Lohengrin. Cast for Romeo on Tuesday, with 
Madame Eames as Juliette ; and for Lohengrin, 
with Miss Margaret Macintyre as Elsa, on the 
current Friday, M. Jean de Reszke has justly 
resumed his position as first fnvourite nt Covent 
Garden. 

Herr Anton Seidl, 


the distinguished Wagnerian | conductor, 
appeared for the first time last Saturday at 
Covent Garden. *' Lohengrin,” under his direc- 
tion, was something to remember. Тһе great 
delicacy in the orchestral portions of the opera 
gave quite a new.idea of the genius of Wagner.

The Demands of the Ottoman

Greece. 

At their meeting on May 22, the Ambassadors

that presented by the various divisions as they advanced. 
I remained till the afternoon with the force under Nichat 
Pasha. At 10.30 rifle shots drew our eyes to the little 
village of Stioba, where an advance guard of Hairi Pasha's 
cavalry had evidently found part of the Greek rear. Soon 
we saw a squadron of Greek cavalry in retreat from the 
village, followed by the Turks. 

This duel went on until half-past three in the afternoon. 
At that hour the advance guard of Hairi’s division found 
the Greek infantry strongly entrenched far to the right of 


Domokos. 
The Battle that Ensued, 


both as regards the number of troops engaged and the 
number of the killed and wounded, was no doubt the most 
important fought since the Russo-Turkish war. I watched 
the different movements from a little hill occupied by part 
of Nichat's cavalry. Everywhere the Turks fought with 
a courage that simply compels admiration. They advanced 
to the Greek entrenchments absolutely without thought of 
death or consequences. The result you already know. 
The positions of the Greeks were so strong that their 
retreat was not thought possible until the dawn made it 
apparent. Their withdrawal is indeed inexcusable, for 
they could haye held their ground against all attacks 
for several days at least, and inflicted heavy loss 
on the enemy. As it was, there is no doubt that 
Domokos was by far the most sanguinary encounter of the 
war. After fighting had ceased I threw myself, utterly 
exhausted, hungry, and without a blanket to cover me, on 
the ground at the side of the Pharsala road, and fell asleep. 
All night convoys of wounded men passed me on the way to 
the hospital in the town. 


The Battle at the Phurka Pass 


was begun at one o'clock on Tuesday afternoon, May 18 
(wired Reuters agent from Chaleis). The Greeks as they 
retreated from Domokos were followed up by a force of 
15,000 Turks, and the latter opened fire on the Greek 
positions with their heavy guns. The defenders of the 
Pass numbered only 10,000 men, the remainder of the 
army having already retreated to Lamia. When firing 
ceased, at eight o'clock in the evening, the Greeks 
maintained all their positions ; but on Wednesday 
morning (May 19) they fell back on Taratz, which is 
situated between Phurka and Lamia. The Turks, how- 
ever, were elose on their heels, and another engagement 
was fought at ten o'clock in the forenoon. А flank move- 
ınent was executed by some twenty squadrons of Turkish 
cavalry with the idea of cutting off the retreat. The firing 
was of a sustained character, and a large number of 
Turkish cavalry were killed. Hostilities ceased suddenly 
when the conclusion of an armistice became known, and the 
Greeks then fell back on Lamia. To-day (Thursday) the 
Turkish troops have retired from Phurka, beyond the old 
frontier. д 
The Greek Crown Prince 
established his quarters at Thermopylæ with General 
Smolenski, Colonel Vassos, and the Garibaldians. The 
Greek army is therefore disposed at Lamia, Molo, and 
Thermopyle. 
A Garibaldian Vivandiere Heroine. 

Describing the Battle of Domokos from the 
Greek side, the writer of Reuter's special service 
said— 

Out of the 150 Garibaldians 10 were killed and 30 wounded, 
Cipriani being amongst the latter. Nothing could Ге more 
striking or heroic than the behaviour of the Garibaldian 
vivandiere, who in her red jacket fearlessly attended to the 
wounded, and who, I am glad to say, came unscathed 
through the combat and subsequent retreat, never losing 
touch of her wounded men until she saw them safely in the 
German ambulance hospital at Port Marino, near Stylida.

THE WORLD OF PASTIME. 


SUNNY WEATHER AND BRIGHT 
CRICKET. 


HERE was lttle cause for cricketers or their 
followers to grumble with the weather of the third 
week of the season. All the while the ball was 
rolling there was sunshine and an almost cloudless 
sky, and if the atmosphere lowered its temperature 

as daylight faded, what mattered? One does not play 
erieket after dark. Тһе phenomenal scoring which had 
charaeterised the doings of the previous week was not 
maintained, and this could have occasioned no surprise, 
for fieldsmen had a better chance in the more genial 
weather. Still there were 


A. Good Many Notable Innings, 


big in every sense of the word. For instance, there was 
Ranjitsinh i's second innings of 157 for Scssex against the 
М.С.С., W. G. Quaife's 120 for Warwickshire against 
Essex, and in the same match for the last named, 
Carpenter's 141. Тһеп off Somerset's bowlers Mr. F. 8. 
Jackson obtained 124 and Denton 112, helping most materi- 
ally to make Yorkshire's chance of victory easy. As it 
happened, the finish in this match was not so one-sided as 
had been anticipated by Messrs. Jackson and Milligan, 
who, having taken their departure for town, feeling con- 
fident they would not be wanted, would have been some- 
what alarmed had they learned on their journey how the 
match was going. However, Yorkshire won, and the 
captain and his companion have, fortunately for them, 
nothing to regret. Storer’s 160 (not out) for M.C.C. 
against Kent was another fine innings, equalled in merit, 
if not quite in runs, by Mr. Н. С. Stewart, who made 142 
for the hop county, doomed to defeat in spite of sc mu +h 
exeellence. The list is not complete yet, for I have not 
mentioned Baker's 140 for Laneashire against Hampshire, 
nor the displays of Abel (156; and Brockwell (131), who 
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started the second innings of Surrey by putting together 
231 for the frst wicket. The

brought his total of runs for three weeks’ cricket up to 658, 
so that for six completed innings he averaged little short of 
110 runs. Brockwell supplemented his batting excellence— 
besides the innings mentioned he scored a first one of 66 — 
with some admirable bowling, and as he took in all nine 
Sussex wickets for 87 runs, and scored 197 runs, it can 
without fear of contradiction be asserted that towards the 
vietory of his county he did most. 'Though it must have 
been fully expected that Surrey would close their second 
innings early оп Saturday, the attendance at the Oval 
was very big. Spectators numbered 6000 be ore I"ncheon, 
апа there were, perhaps, twice as many on the ground 
subsequent to the interval. Тһе hope of seeing 
Ranjitsinhji in Form 

doubtless had its effect, and those who entertained it 
had no reason to be di satisfied, for the Indian Prince 
made fifty-five in seventy minutes, and Murdoch and 
Marlow both gabe admirable exhibitions of batting. It 
would ill beeome me not to notice the part played in 
this match by H. D. Chinnery—son of one whose genuine 
love of sport is known to all. In each innings this 
fine young cricketer scored 53, and while he and Key were 
together in the second innings the ball was so knocked 
about—91 runs in thirty-five minutes—that it must have 
been “тей hot." Of Mr. Key, Surrey's captain, I may 
remark that while in the six innings he hes played he has 
scored less than half (304) the number made by Abel, his 
average (101:33) comes out very little below that 
of the “ Guv’nor.’” The reason is that Mr. Key has been 
not out on three occasions. I cannot leave this match 
without congratulating Mr. W. W. Read on his batting. 
He made 85 not out, and this innings and Mr. Murdoch's 
72 must have been peeuliarly gratifying to those who have 
watched the careers of these two cricket kings. 


Surrey Again Do Well. 


Against Derbyshire at the Oval Surrey had the advan- 
tage of going in first, and though no member of the side 
obtained the third figure the eleven put together 408, and 
this notwithstanding that five of their wickets fell to one 
bowler at the small cost of 40 runs. What a marked 
difference in the game this bowler effected is shown by a 
relation of the fact that 300 runs were scored before the 
fifth wicket fell. Storer has before now done some useful 
things with the ball, and though one or two of those whom 
he eaptured on Monday may have regarded his bowling too 
lightly, every credit is due to this admirable all-round 
cricketer. Brockwell (59) and Abel (64) did much to take 
the sting out of Derbyshire's bowling. Hayward's very 
grafifying performance (88) did not have a re-investing 
influence, and on top of this capital display came Bald win's 40 
and Mr. H. B. Chinnery's 50, an innings giving further proof 
of the old Eton boy's excellence. his capital contribu- 
tion was his sixth by him for Surrey, and brought his total 
forthe county up to 250—a successful entry into first-class 
county cricket. 


А Good Score by Yorkshire. 


At Headingley on Monday the Leicestershire bowler; 
started by getting four men out for 98 runs, but sub- 
sequently they experienced an almost disheartening time 
of it. Moorhouse (91) and Peel (115) remained together 
an hour and forty minutes, and in this time scored 129 
between them; then Peel and Hirst in sixty-five minutes 
added 104, and Yorkshire were not all out at the close of 
the day, while their score then wanted one only to complete 
the fourth hundred. 


How to Score Off Notts Bowlers. 

Of 318 runs made by Lancashire against Notts at Trent 
Bridge on Monday, no fewer than 153 were obtained by 
Baker, who played with the utm:st confidence, and until 
his dismissal he gave but one possible chance, the fieldsman 
who tried to make the catch being knocked over by the ball

The county found the 
bowling of the Light Blues to their liking, and with 60 from 
Marlow and 83 not out from W. L. Murdoch, they scored 
216 runs for the loss of three wickets.

Cover close, 
and cook the apples until tender. Well butter a 
pudding - basin, throw into it a spoonful of 
brown sugar, turning the basin round and 
round to make all the sugar stick to the butter;

layer of bread-crumbs, then a layer of the 
stewed apples, until the basin is quite full, 
with plenty of bread-crumbs on top. Put 
some pieces of butter on top of the last layer of 
crumbs, with a good sprinkling of sugar over the 
butter. Butter a large saucer or common plate 
that will stand the oven, put the buttered sauccr 
over the top of the brown betty, and bake in a 
hot oven for one hour and a half. Turn out into 
a glass dish, and serve with hot currant jelly 
poured round, 'Fhis récipe I found in a number 
of Cassell's Cottage Gardening. М ARGU ERITE.

adequately appraise the 
value of its purifying 
and elevating influence 
on the nation of that 
fair life which dawned 
in Kensington seventy- 
eight years ago, and 
has set the brightest 
example of rectitude 
and dutifulness ever 
since? The only child 
of George the Third’s fourth son, Edward, Duke of Kent, 
and of Her Serene Highness Mary Louisa Victoria, 
daughter of the Duke of Saxe-Coburg Saalfeld, widow 
of Enrich Charles, Prince of Leiningen, and sister of 
King Leopold—Princess Victoria was born in Kensington 
Palace on the 24th of May, 1819. Exactly a month later 
the baptism took place under the same 
roof, and the infant Princess was 
christened Alexandrina Victoria. The 
Duke of Kent died not long after his 
daughter's birth from the effects of a 
chill eaught in Sidmouth, in South 
Devon; and it devolved upon the 
Duchess of Kent to superintend most 
assiduously and carefully the education of 
her precious charge, who from her earliest 
years was accustomed to that daily ex- 
ereise in the open air which has done so 
much to preserve her health toa mature age. 
The fair young blue-eyed Princess always 
had a good colour. She soon became a 
linguist, proficient in musie and with her 
pencil, and well grounded in home duties. 
When King William IV. ascended the 
Throne, on the death of George IV., 
Parliament saw the probability of Princess 
Victoria succeeding her uncle, and granted 
for her maintenance £10,000 a year, in 
addition to the £6000 previously allowed. 

We may preface the Illustrations of 
some of the leading events in Her 
Majesty's reign by briefly stating that 
she became Queen on the decease of 
William IV. on June 20, 1837, the month 
after she attained her legal majority, 
Princess Vietoria being roused from her

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sleep in the early morning at Kensington Palace” to be 
informed of her accession. With what native dignity the 
Girl-Queen presided over her first Council is indicated 
in one of our Engravings from a famous picture. Тһе 
Couneil was called by Lord Melbourne, and attended by 
the Prime Minister, the Duke of Cumberland and Duke 
of Sussex, the Duke of Wellington, Sir Robert Peel, the 
Lord Chancellor, the then Marquis of Salisbury, Lord 
Palmerston, Lord John Russell, and the two Archbishops, 
among other notabilities. 


THE MARRIAGE OF THE QUEEN AND PRINCE ALBERT 


on February 10, 1840, was a most felicitious union. Her 
Majesty first saw her handsome cousin, the second son of 
the Duke of Saxe-Coburg, іп 1836, when Prince Albert 
and his elder brother came on a visit to the Duchess of 
Kent at Kensington Palace. How loving and true the 
Prince was as husband and councillor has been borne 
witness to by the Queen's own hand in the Journals of her 
life. Her Majesty’s home life was perfect. Under the wise 
guidance of the Prince Consort, a strong sense of Duty 
was implanted in the children of the toyal Family. The 
eldest born, the Princess Royal, іп time became a bright 
exemplar to the German People, for H.R.H. was on 
Jan. 25, 1858, married in St. James's Chapel Royal to 
that chivalrie Prince, Frederick William of Prussia. for a 
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sadly brief period German Emperor, the lamented Father 
of William II. Тһе Prince of Wales, Her Majesty's 
second child, was born Nov. 9, 1841 ; and H.R.H.'s happy 
love-match shall be presently referred to. Princess Alice's 
birthday was April 25. 1843. On Aug. 6, 1844, was born 
Prince Alfred, destined to marry a Russian Princess, and to 
become Grand Duke of Saxe-Coburg. Тће25 of May, 1846, 
saw the birth of Princess Ilelena, whom Prinee Christian

had the good fortune to win for wife. Princess Louise, 
one of the Queen's most accomplished daughters, was born 
on March 18, 1848, and became the Marchioness of Lorne. 
Prince Arthur, born May 1, 1850, fitly had the Duke of 
Wellington as Godfather, seeing that the Duke of 
Connaught (who espoused a daughter of the brave ** Red 
Prince") has risen to be one of our foremost Generals. 
Prince Leopold (born April 7, 1853) followed most closely 
the eultured tastes of his illustrious Father; but the Duke 
of Albany died, alas! not long after his marriage with an 
estimable Princess of Waldeck and Pyrmont. How Her 
Majesty’s youngest daughter, Princess Beatrice (born 
April 14, 1857), grew to be her Mother's closest companion 
is one of the most touching episodes in the life of the Queen, 
for whom 1861 was destined 
to be a mournful year indeed. 
In the Spring, on March 16, 
passed away the Queen's vener- 
able Mother, the Duchess of 
Kent, at the age of seventy-five.

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QUEEN VICTORIA PROCLAIMED AT ST. JAMES’S PALACE ON JUNE 21, 1837. 


The youthful Princess Victoria was proclaimed Queen of England on June the 20th, 1837, in the Courtyard of St. James’s Palace, shortly after Her Majesty 
had presided over her first Council in Kensington Palace, as illustrated on another page from Sir David Wilkie's picture. It is in St. James's Palace that the 
Prince of Wales now holds Levées on behalf of Her Majesty; and it is in the same quaint, old-fashioned, red-brick building that the Duke and Duchess of 
York take up their abode when in London. Тһе above Engraving helps us to realise the animated scene on that eventful morning in June, sixty years ago, 
when the girl-Queen looked down from the window of the tapestried ante-room, and heard the joyous cheers of encouragement and welcome from the 
populace, and listened to the heart-stirring notes of the trumpets. Simply dressed in deep mourning, and wearing a white tippet, white cuffs, and a border 
of white lace under her small black bonnet, the fair, young, blue-eyed Queen bore herself with such modesty and ease that it might well have been that 
all hearts went out to her. Her Majesty was supported by the Duchess of Kent, Lord Melbourne, and Lord Lansdowne. It devolved upon the Duke of 
Norfolk, hereditary Earl Marshal of England, to read the Proclamation. This set forth the demise that morning of William IV., and the accession 
of Queen Alexandrina Victoria, ** to whom we acknowledge all faith and constant obedience, with all humble and hearty affection, beseeching God, by whom 
Kings and Queens do reign, to bless the Royal Princess Alexandrina Victoria with long and happy years to reign. God Save the Queen!” ‘Tears 
dimmed the eyes of Her Majesty momentarily, But the band struck up the National Anthem for the newly proclaimed Queen; the Park and Toweı 
guns echoed the joyful news; and there spread through the country that jubilant feeling which was so eloquently typified in the charming Vietorian 
comedy of “ Rosemary," which it would be opportune for Mr. Charles Wyndham to revive at the Criterion in the Queen's Diamond Jubilee month of June 1897, 
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THE QUEEN OPENING HER FIRST PARLIAMENT, NOVEMBER 30, 1837, 


One of the earliest publie duties Her Majesty had to perform in the first year of her reign was the State visit on July 17 to the House of Lords. From her 
Throne in this brilliant Chamber she read with characteristic clearness of elocution the Speech dissolving Parliament. In the same place the Queen opened 
her first Parliament on the 20th of November following. Тһе distinguished Royal Academician, Sir David Wilkie, about this period described Her Majesty 
as being “eminently beautiful, her features nicely formed, her skin smooth, her hair worn close to her face in a most simple way, glossy, and clean-looking. . . . 
While I was there she was sitting to Pistrucei for her coin, and to Hayter for a pieture for King Leopold." 
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CORONATION OF QUEEN VICTORIA IN WESTMINSTER ABBEY, ON JUNE 28, 1838. 


The splendour of the Coronation Scene in Westminster Abbey may be imagined by all who viewed the Queen's Jubilee Thanksgiving under the same 
venerable roof in 1887—a majestic service illustrated in our centre pages. Оп Coronation Day, fifty-nine years ago, there was the same great rush for 
seats whence to view the Royal procession which is recurring in 1897. Popular enthusiasm was unbounded. Within the Abbey the maiden Queen sat 
in the ancient chair of King Edward the Confessor; and the monarch's crown was placed on her head by the Archbishop of Canterbury, the other high 
personages taking prominent part in the coronation ceremony being Lord Melbourne and the Lord Chamberlain. Her Majesty's Crown was embellished 
with diamonds, pearls, rubies, sapphires, and emeralds set in silver and gold, and had a crimson velvet cap with ermine border, was lined with white silk, 
and was valued at £112,760. 
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MARRIAGE OF THE QUEEN AND PRINCE ALBERT AT THE CHAPEL ROYAL, ST. JAMES'S PALACE, ON FEBRUARY 10. 1840. 


A marriage of love, happily, was the union of the Queen and her handsome cousin, Prince Albert, son of Ernest L, Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. The wedding 
ceremony in the little Chapel Royal, St. James's, was attended by the highest people in the land. Тһе Duke of Sussex, Her Majesty's uncle, gave her away;
